Big-Bang Blow Prepared 
The White House took plenty of 


advance pains to prepare a big- 
bang blow at McCarthy for what 
Secretary of the Army Stevens 
bad called "abuse" of Brig. Gen. 
Ralph W. Zwicker. 


The President's aids prepared 


a lengthy statement and dupli- 
cated it for reporters so they 
could carry the President's direct 
quotes. It was admonitory in tone, 
somewhat rambling in reference 
and lacking any direct mention 
of McCarthy. 


The President said it was un- 


fortunate, with the grave na- 
tional and international 
prob- 


lems at hand, that the country 
should be diverted from these 
"through disregard of the stand- 
ards of fair play recognized by 
the American people." 
He praised Zwicjcer, who hac 


been told by McCarthy that he 
•was unfit to command. Thi 
President said that no subordin 
ate of the executive b r a n c h 
would ever be told to "submi 
to any kind of personal' homili- 


Democrats for more and bigger

Followed Orders

Specifically including Zwicker, 
vho was decorated for gallantry 
in World War II, Eisenhower 
said be was certain of the loy- 
alty of military leaders and 
didn't believe anyone "ia any 
Oovernmental position wants to 
aave "his own utterances inter- 
preted as questioning the lasting 
debt that all of us as Americans 
owe to the officers and enlisted 
men and -women of the armed 
services." 


McCarthy met thii with the dec- 
laration: 


'If a stupid, arrogant or wit- 
less man in a position of power 
appears before our committee 
and is found aiding the Commu- 
nist Party, he wfll be exposed. 
The fact that he might be a gen- 
eral places him in no special 
class as far as I am concerned." 


This was interpreted generally 


on Capitol "Hill as a defy by Mc- 
Carthy to the President or any- 
body else as to how he conducts 
his investigations. 


The practical political effect of 
all this, for the present at least, 
seemed to leave McCarthy riding 
as high as ever—with little pros- 
pect of any material change in 
his methods. 


Another Round 


Wednesday's was another 


round in the ruckus that ex- 
ploded within the Republican 
Party 11 days ago when Secre- 
tary of the Army Stevens chal- 
lenged McCarthy's treatment of 
Zwicker as humiliating and abu- 
sive. • 
The senator had questioned the 


general secretly about the pro- 
motion and honorable discharge 
of Maj. Peress, an Army den- 
tist. McCarthy said Peress should 
be court-martialed for refusing 
to say whether he had Com- 
munist connections. Zwicker said 
he merely was carrying out or- 
ders from superiors in granting 
Peress an honorable discharge. 
After McCarthy told Zwicker 
he wasn't fit to command, the 
general complained to Stevens, 
Stevens picked up the cudgel, 
and the battle was on.

Rover said the defendants v/ill 


be arraigned Friday. They will 
be called upon then to enter pleas 
of innocent or guilty.

28, has refused to talk.

About $200,000 worth of fed- 


eral-aid secondary r o a d i m- 
provemants h a v e b e e n pro- 
grammed for Lancaster County 
for this year. 


County Engineer Louis Weaver 


said the projects include repay- 
ing- of about 33,000 feet of North 
14th and new grading and grav- 
eling for some 33 miles of road 
elsewhere in the county. 


Cost to the county would be 


only $100,000, the balance repre- 
senting matching federal funds. 


During 1953, S85.000 in county 


funds were matched with those 
of the federal government in sec- 
ondary road 
projects, Weaver 


said. 


Detailed plans for the North 


14th 
street project 
are 
being 


readied by the county engineer's 
office for final government ap- 
proval. 


Estimated cost of the project 


is $60,000; the county has already 
okayed expenditure of $30,000 as 
its share. Plans are that the 
project will be done this summer. 


Project plans call for the elim- 


ination of the temporary bridge 
over the old Salt Creek channel 
on North 14th and widening of 
the 24-foot paving from Court to 
the highway. Paving to the north 
of the bridge would be widened 
to 42 feet and to 33 feet to the 
south. 


The old Salt Creek channel 


\vill be filled at the temporary 
bridge site under an agreement 
with the Sanitary District. This 
dilapidated bridge has been a 
traffic hazard. 
Weaver 
said 
reconstruction 


work on 33^2 miles of road in 
the county has been okayed for 
federal aid and would be done 
this summer.

'and energy in discussion of the scope and na- 
ture of congressional investigations, includ- 
ing the subpoenaing of witnesses and the ex- 
amination of witnesses called before congres- 
sional investigating committees. 


Where are the great lawyers of yesterday 


in the ranks of Congress? Where are the men 
who out of a basic understanding of the 
philosophy of law recognize what steps are 
needed to bring the scope of congressional in- 
vestigation and the methods employed m that 
investigation into sound perspective 
with 


established principles of individual liberty? 
Michigan's Sen. Ferguson has announced that 
he and some of his associates are giving con- 
sideration to the establishment o£ a code to 
protect the individual in his rights when the 
individual is summoned before a congres- 
sional group. 


So far as has come to our attention no 


member of Congress has come up with sane, 
specific suggestions for the conduct of con- 
gressional investigations better than the pro- 
posals made by Oregon's Sen. Wayne B. 
Morse. Mr. Morse is not in good standing 
with the leaders of the party now in power. 
He bolted the party's nominee in 1952. There 
is no forgiveness for him as a result. Yet the 
rules proposed by Sen. Morse are so common- 


Of Men And Things

Not too many years ago there was only 


one among the 48 states of the Union, South 
Carolina, more dependent than Nebraska 
upon agriculture as the foundation for the 
prosperity of its people. 
There have .been 


great, sweeping changes in the last 25 years. 
Yet fanning in Nebraska continues to be a 
basic industry—an occupation whose eco- 
nomic good health or misfortune is linked in- 
separably with the pocketbook interests of 
its people.

There was a reminder in the news columns 


Wednesday that the day of decision of great 
importance to agriculture is not far away. 
Congress—that is, the Senate—was scheduled 
to stage the first round of the big farm battle 
of 1954. It was moving toward the showdown 


on the Eisenhower-Ben- 
son proposal for a flex- 
ible price. support pro- 
gram for basic farm com- 
modities as opposed to 


the present farm legislation which calls for a 
support program of 90 per cent of parity. Ne- 
braska is selfishly concerned, if "selfish" is 
the word for it, because of the interest of Ne- 
braska farmers in the prices to be paid for 
wheat and corn. They are major crops in a 
well-balanced, diversified farm program m 
this state. Of lesser but nevertheless im- 
portant concern are the prices for dairy 
products. 
We do not produce cotton nor 


tobacco here, but year, after year except in 
seasons of acute drought good Nebraska earth 
contributes mountains of wheat and corn. 
That in abbreviated form sets forth Nebras- 
ka's stake in this pending congressional battle.

It is inevitable that partisan political con- 


sideration will become intermixed in the dis- 
cussion. For months there has been the dis- 
position on Secretary Benson's part much 
more aggressively of late, to draw a line be- 
tween the interest of the producer of food and 
that of the consumer.

It is in practical effect the revival of an 


ancient battle — arraying urban peoples 
against rural peoples—when as an actual mat- 
ter of fact both are so dependent upon each 
other. The great metropolitan, highly indus-

There was 
thai grim warning more than 50 years ago by 
a distinguished Nebraskan in his battle for 
agriculture that in the absence of an agri- 
cultural prosperity, "crass would grow in the 
streets"' (of the cities).

The development that he foresaw 
carne to pass and out o; it came the founda- 
tion for the present farm procr?m shortly to 
berime the subject ol furious congressional 
debate. Secretary Benson's rhi<-f contention 
is that the farmer has priced himself out of 
the market, with re.<u1tme m^untine surpluses 
of price-supported rr-mrnr"iit:es. 
More ac- 


curately, the farmer coulti ask who priced 
•whom out of the mark"4.. The farmer's cost,' 
of production have ri-cn impressively. 
He 


now finds it difficult because of continuing 
mounting costs to operat? profitably. 


Now. what doei the fanner want? There is 


no complete agreement, no fall accord among 
thf fanners themselves in this matter of price 
supports. Bat the overwhelming majority ol 
farmers ta the present mood of rural areas 
appears to be inexorably opposed to a flexible 
price sappori plan. They -want 9« per cent of 
parity, the majority of them in the ranks of 
the "wheat growers and the corn growers. It 
is not difficult to anderstand their position 
nor the basis of their feeling. The only time

sense, so deeply rooted in America's concep- 
tion of justice, actually so fundamental to 


adoption. 


Here are the specific suggestions Sen, Morse 


made for the conduct of committees conduct- 
ing a congressional investigation: 


(1;—That witnesses be assured of the right 


of counsel. 


(2)—That they be informed in advance of 


the purpose of the hearing. 


(3)—That they have the right to testify in 


their own behalf. 


(4)—That they be told of adverse testimony 


before its publication and have the right to 
cross-examine the witnesses gumg damaging 
testimony. 


Sen. Morse'? suggestions may not consti- 


tute a complete answer to the need for rules 
in the conduct of congressional investigations, 
but they certainly make sense, and they cer- 
tainly fit in with judicial conceptions in the 
administration of justice. There has been one 
groat vacuum which more recently has been 
filled. That is the voice of the American Bar 
Association. It is, or should be, primarily in- 
terested in all of this matter. The belated 
attention it has given to the subject and the 
recommendations by one of its own commit- 
tees are encouraging. 


But would anyone dispute the right of a 


witness appearing in a congressional investi- 
gation to the right of counsel? 
Would any- 


one question the desirability that the indi- 
vidual called to testify should be informed in 
advance of the nature of the charges against 
him, if there are charges subject to inquiry? 
Would anyone deny a witness the right to 
testify in his own behalf, access to adverse 
testimony before its publication, or the right 
to cross-examine witnesses who have given 
damaging testimony against him? Those pro- 
posals do no violence but on the contrary 
strengthen America's conception of justice in 
the administration of law.

Dominick presents a completely 
mechanized civilization — super 
highways down which thousands 
of car* are speeding, vast park- 
ing 
lots, 
three-minute 
car 


washes, trailer courts, drive-in 
restaurants with waitresses in 
snappy uniforms. 


One of the long sequences is

careening and clashing against 
the side of the speedway and 
occasionally an ambulance mov- 
ing in to" "take out an injured 
driver. 
A clever commentary 


goes with the film and the audi- 
ence 
alternately 
roars 
with 


laughter and gasps with amazc-

Ko one walks in "The Golden 


Garden" because to do so in this 
high-speed 
w o r l d 
obviously 


would be far too dangerous. In 
spite of all the shocks of the 
past 15 years the German still 
regards his home as his cattle 
and as permanent as the esrth 
itself, and so the sequences of 
the Los Angeles house-moving 
company of Meyer and Meyer 
sawing a house In two and mov- 
inc the two halves from the old 
site to a new one astonishes he 
Germans. The enci of the iilm 
is a huge rodeo with buckir.s 
bronchos and Brahma bulls . nd 
every form of dangerous ridinc. 


All this raises some interest- 


ing questions about the imajie of 
America in the European mind 
and about the profound differ- 
ences in outlook, habit, wants 
and desires between the old 
world and the new. In the view 
or one of the keenest American 
observers in Berlin, who knows 
Europe as well as Germany, the 
image is still jtolden. Bat Ihe 
emphasis is on the word still.

ginning to curl at the edges and 
turn a little brown.

They \vonder why America is 


so fearful, they take as a symp- 
tom of this fear the extraordin- 
ary difficulties attached to ob- 
taining an American visa even 
though the visa may be merely 
for a few days' visit in transit. 
In every country of Western 
Europe the story of the struggle 
to obtain that rare stamp of ap- 
proval is told. Sometimes it in- 
volves 
humiliating 
questions 


about the applicant's personal 
life. The idea of being finger- 
printed * suggests to the casual 
European visitor a police proce- 
dure foreign to his concept of 
America with its freedoms and 
its vaunted 
welcome 
to the 


downtrodden and the oppressed. 


A year ago the impact of what 


the European calls McCarthyism 
was perhaps greatest. That was 
the time of the uproar over the 
United States information agency 
libraries when the charge of 
book-burning was widely circu- 
lated- This coincided with the 
sensational 
visit 
in 
Western 


Europe of the McCarthy team of 
Cohn and Schine. The two young 
investigators made 
sensational 


headlines as they dashed from 
city to city, summoning Amer- 
ican 
officials before them in 


what appeared to Europeans to 
be a star-chamber proceeding. 


Since then McCarthyism has 


had less attention in European 
newspapers. Yet the interest and 
the concern persist, particularly 
among intellectuals who have a 
great deal to do with shaping 
opinion. 


Recently a professor of pohti- 
il science in the Free University 
cal 
of West Berlin, one of the re- 
markable institutions b r o u s h t 
into being since the war with 
American help, was asked by 
his students to conduct a seminar 
on McCarthy and McCarthyism. 
A few questions by the professor 
developed that most of them had 
only the haziest notion of the 
phenomenon f o r m e d by the 
headlines of the past year or two. 
So he set o-jt to put it in the 
proper perspective. 


America is still the coal of 


million's of Euroonns who feel 
that life on the old continent it 
too traditional, too ricid. oppor- 
tunity far too limited. That is 
especially true in West Germany 
which is overcrowded with 10 
m i l l i o n rrfujrres. 
Europeans 


know of America's vast wealth 
and of bow a pan of this wealth 
sent as a free jrift helped to save 
Europe from Communism. 


But the irr.affe of the past—of 


the Statue of Liberty and its bold 
and p a s s i o n a t e meaning—is 
blurred. And w h e t h e r it is 
brought bark into focus depends 
on how Americans themselves 
assert their rights to freedom in 
the time just ahead.

established principles of individual liberty? 
Michigan’s Sen, Ferguson has announced that 
he and some of his associates are giving con­ 
sideration to the establishm ent of a code to 
protect the individual in his rights when the 
individual is summoned before a congres­ 
sional group. 
So far as has come to our attention no 
m em ber of Congress has come up with sane, 
specific suggestions for the conduct of con­ 
gressional investigations better than the pro­ 
posals made by Oregon’s Sen. Wayne B. 
Morse. 
Mr. Morse is not in good standing 
w ith the leaders of the party now in power. 
He bolted the party’s nominee in 19 52. There 
is no forgiveness for him as a result. Yet the 
rules proposed by Sen. Morse are so common-

sense, so deeply rooted in America’s concep­ 
tion of justice, actually so fundamental to 
American conception of law that they m erit 
adoption. 
Here are the specific suggestions Sen, Morse 
made for the conduct of committees conduct­ 
ing a congressional investigation: 
(1)—That witnesses be assured of the right 
of counsel. 
(2)—That they be informed in advance of 
the purpose of the hearing. 
(3)—That they have the right to testify in 
their own behalf. 
(4)—That they be told of adverse testimony 
before its publication and have the right to 
cross-examine the witnesses giving damaging 
testimony. 
Sen. Mor.se’s suggestions may not consti­ 
tute a complete answer to the need for rules 
in the conduct of congressional investigations, 
but they certainly make sense, and they cer­ 
tainly fit in w’ith judicial conceptions in the 
adm inistration of justice. There has been one 
groat vacuum which more recently has been 
filled. That is the voice of the American Bar 
Association. 
It is, or should be, prim arily in­ 
terested in all of this m atter. 
The belated 
attention it has given to the subject and the 
recommendations by one of its owm commit­ 
tees are encouraging. 
But would anyone dispute the right of a 
witness appearing in a congres.sional investi­ 
gation to the right of counsel? 
Would any­ 
one question the desirability that the indi­ 
vidual called to testify should be infonned in 
advance of the nature of the charges against 
him, if there are charges subject to inquiry? 
Would anyone deny a witness the right to 
testify in his owm behalf, acce.ss to adverse 
testimony before its publication, or the right 
to cross-exam ine witnesses who have given 
damaging testimony against him? Those pro­ 
posals do no violence but on the contrary 
strengthen America’s conception of justice in 
the adm inistration of law%

Eisenhower, a lifelong military 
man, probably doe.sn’t realize it, 
but the Dulle.s-Knowland incident 
t)f a Republican senator heckling 
a Republican secretary of state 
has occurred often m the past. 
This newsman, as a young re­ 
porter covering the state depart­ 
ment. watched example after ex­ 
ample. The accumulation of the 
incidents 
eventually 
paved the 
way to war. Here are some of 
them: 
Republican Split No . 1. As far 
back as 1 can rem em ber 
took 
place during the London Naval 
Conference in 1930 when some of 
us new.smen wrote stones that 
Henry L. Stimson. then secre­ 
tary of state and one of the 


most revered leaders of the Re­ 
publican party, proposed a con­ 
sultative pact. This pact merely 
pledgeci the United States to con­ 
sult in case war threatened. It 
pledged no use of troops or any­ 
thing else: merely that we would 
talk thing.s over. 
But after 
our 
new.s storie.s 
broke. Stimson called 
a 
press 
conference in London at which 
he confirmed them; while Her­ 
bert Hoover called a press con­ 
ference in the White House at 
which he denied that the United 
States would enter a consultative 
pact. The isolationist wing of the 
GOP triumphed. 
GOP 
spilt 
No . 
2 occurred 
when the Japanese w ar lords en­ 
tered M anchuria on Sept. 18 , 
19 31. Secretary of State Stimson 
immediately saw this for what 
it was—the beginning of a Japa­ 
nese attem pt to dominate all 
Asia. 
I remember writing 
hat 
he had contacted the Canadian, 
Mexican and Chilean govern­ 
ments to ask if they would co­ 
operate with us in the Pacific 
in case o f war; and I rem em ber 
Stimson calling me up to his 
house that night to ask that I 
not w’rite any more along that 
line 
because 
it 
was 
making 
thing's difficult for him at the 
White House and with the i.sola- 
tionist wing of the Republican 
party. 
The story, he said, was 
true, but em barrassing.

What Stim.son wanted was to 
head off Japanese aggression be­ 
fore it blos.somed into war. The 
isolationists, on the other hand, 
didn’t want to get even remotely 
involved. And later when Stim­ 
son instructed the U. S. consul 
general at Geneva to sit in as 
an observer during the League 
of 
Nation.s* 
efforts 
to 
block 
Japan, 
the 
isolationists 
even 
forced him to withdraw the ob­ 
server. 
Had Henry 
L. Stimso n, an 
energetic, 
liberal 
Republican, 
been able to build up the peace 
machinery o f the wo rld w’hen 
the seeds o f war first spro uted 
in 1930-31-32, there might well 
hav e been no seco nd Wo rld War. 
But he was blo cked by the iso la­ 
tio nists. 
GOP split No. 3 was tackled 
by 
another 
great 
Republican, 
Sen, 
A rthur 
Vandenberg 
of 
Michigan. 
It was Vanden!je’’g 
who w'orked with Roosevelt and 
later Trum an to try to keep Amer­ 
ican foreign policy out of parti­ 
san politics. And I remember

with 
Vandenberg 
about a year before he died 
He 
looked 
tired 
and 
complained 
about his headache.s. But even 
more, he complained about the 
trouble given him by his <-wn 
Republican colleagues in the Sen­ 
ate.

research scientist said Wednes- 
day. 


Stanley F. Reed, president of 


Reed Research, Inc , announced 
development of a process in 
which \\heat can be used to 
make what he called a strong, 
weather 
proof, insulating and 


light construction material 


He said it could be produced 


commercially and sold at prices 
much lower than those for cur- 
r e n t l y available _competitive 
materials. 


Samples of the material were 


shown newsmen at a luncheon. 
Reed said research, if given suf- 
ficient 
pub" ic 
encouragement, 


could sohe ihe problem of put- 
ting farm surpluses to use. He 
said furl er research will be 
needed to make the material 
fully rodent and insect proof. 


Reed said the develonrnent of 


the process could help save tax- 
payers millions of dollars in 
supporting farm prices and stor- 
ing surpluses 


Reed said his laboratory here 


had 
found 
that 
under cer- 


ta,n controlled conditions, wheat 
may be expanded or puffed and 
fused into strong, light and cheap 
board. He said it could be pro- 


duced commercially and sold for 
between 60 and 75 per cent of 
the present prices of currently 
available competitive materials. 


This price figure was based, 


Reed said, upon the payment of 
the fuM parity price for wheat 
which currently is about $2 45 a 
bushel. By comparison, wheat is 
now selling foi an average of 
about $2. Parity is a standard 
for measuring farm prices de- 
clared by law to be fair to farm- 
ers in relation to prices they 
pay. 
Reed's firm does independent 


research work for industry and 
the government. 


Lighter, Stronger 


He said one bushel of wheat 


will make a sheet of the material 
4 by 12 feet in size and one inch 
thick. 
He said it was lighter than al- 


most any other competitive build- 
ing material and m addition was 
stronger than almost any other 
material for its weight 


He said it could be used plain 


or coated with a thin laver of 


getting government aid in push- 
ing and expanding its develop- 
ment quickly so that it might be 
helpful in dealing with the cur- 
rent big wheat surplus.

This would 
make the tests inconclusive. 


The Sulk vaccine was de- 


veloped to immunize against all 
three types. It was brought out 
by Dr. Jonas E. Salk, research- 
ing at the University of Pitts- 
burgh under the aegis of the na- 
tional Polio Foundation. He it was 
who discovered the way to grow 
polio virus in a living tissu'- 
culture of monkey kidney. A 
formalin treatment of thf virus 
does not df-stroy it.-; power to 
promote antibodies but prevents 
it from promoting the disease. 


Two shots aro given a wrr-k 


apart. The third which has th*1 
great immuni/ing effect is given 
four weeks later. 


The vaccine has already dem- 


onstrated effectiveness on lab- 
oratory animals and Dr. Salk 
prior to the national tests initi- 
ated human t»>sts with a limited 
number of children in the Pitts- 
burgh area.

in farmland,

also emphasized that the value 
of agricultural lime depends upon 
the purity of the lime and on its 
fineness. Coarsely-ground lime, 
he said, will not dissolve readily 
enough to benefit the soil. 


Phosphate fertilizer, he added, 


can be applied either by broad- 
casting or by disking in before 
seeding for small grains. Nitro- 
gen should be used on nearly 
every planting of oats in Ne- 
braska, Weldon said. •

Johnson, moved from Omaha in 
19 30. A former laboratory su­ 
pervisor at the University of 
Nebraska department of agri­ 
cultural engineering, Mr. John­ 
son has always preferred to 
spend his life working with his 
hands. Among his outlets for 
a definite creative talent, are 
oil painting, charcoal sketch­ 
ing, sculpture and ironwork. 
Mr. Johnson has exhibited an 
interesting trend toward clear, 
pure color and large canvases 
that do not confine him. He 
attributes this to the fact that 
he studied under artists of the 
impressionistic school who em­ 
phasized the creation of sun­ 
light falling upon the subject. 
His average canvas measures 
about 38x48 inches. Most of his 
free Sunday mornings are spent 
driving in the country or stroll­ 
ing about town, and his colorful 
oils obviate the fact that Lin­ 
coln has just as many possibili­ 
ties for landscapes, still life 
paintings and street scenes as 
any place.

STUTTGART, Germany (INS) 


—There was nothing under- 
handed nor "cloak and dagger" 
about my return to Germany 
Monday with my baby. I feared 
my husband might double-cross 
me and fly to the United States. 


I traveled on my regular Ger- 


man passport handed to me by 
Scotland Yard upon my request. 


As for Jamie, I used his birth 


certificate for a passport. I had 
no outside help but prefer for 
the time being to keep the de- 
tails of the homeward trip to 
myself. 


Clear Conscience 


I have a clear conscience about 


the entire thing. My rights are 
crystal clear. I have custody of 
the child and neither a British 
nor German court can contest 
this now. 


Actually I w o u l d not have 


taken the step had it not been 
for the poor court arrangements 
in London for protection of 
Jamie. 


Frankly I feared that having 


kidnaped Jamie once Harry Hil- 
lers might do it again under the 
noses of Scotland Yard. 


Harry was living as a guest 


of an American Air Force officer 
and he had a perfect opportunity 
to sneak the child inside the 
US. Air Force 
establishment 


from which military planes leave 
for all parts of the world. Can 
you blame me' 


Usher Not Enough 


I had'asked a British court to 


provide a Scotland Yard escort 
for Jamie whenever he spent any 
time with Harry, but all the 
court did was assign a court 
usher, which I did not think was 
sufficient. 


He kidnaped my baby last 


January and nothing can erase 
the memory of again seeing my 
baby when I flew to London 
Jan. 18. 


Jamie was hungry and uncared 


for. Looking back it makes me 
wonder how much of the $2,000 
Harry reportedly collected from 
his friends he in fact used to take 
care of Jamie. 


Case Closed 


Despite all this I gladly con- 


sented to submit Jamie to the 
custody of British courts hoping 
they would protect him from be- 
ing taken to New York.

NAIROBI, Kenya (#>)—A cap- 


tured Mau Mau leader is posting 
peace appeals in secret jungle 
mail boxes in a dramatic move 
by the British aimed at ending 
the anti-white terror in Kenya. 


"Gen. China," a 32-year-old 


Mau Mau l e a d e r who was 
wounded and taken prisoner 2'^ 
months ago, has convinced tho 
British the time is ripe to seek 
peace meetings with leaders of 
the terror group. 
His a c t i v i t i e s , undertaken 


a g a i n s t a background of se- 
crecy and intrigue, have brought 
him this reward thus far: his 
death sentence has been com- 


muted to hfc imprisonment. 


The details of the British gam- 


ble at ending terror that has 
taken thousands of lives in the 
British East African colony were 
disclosed Wednesday, at a news 
conference by Sir Evelyn Bar- 
ing, the colonial governor. 


Sir Evelyn said "encouraging 


replies" had already been re- 
ceived from the letters written 
by China and distributed by him 
in the Nyeri district of South 
Central Kenya. 
China, 32, whose real name is 


Waruhiu Itote, formerly com- 
manded 4,000 terrorists in the 
Nyeri area. 


Chin*, was wounded in the 


throat in a skirmish with British 
forces fighting a Mau Mau gang 
in the Nyeri district 60 miles 
North of Nairobi. 


Flown to Nairobi, he 
was 


shackled with a ball and chain 
and placed under close surveil- 
lance. 


A British court sentenced China 


to die. 
During interrogations he con- 


vinced the British there was a 
widespread 
feeling among the 


terrorists that further irmed in- 
surrection would only bring hard- 
ship to the Kikuyu tribesmen from 
whom Mau Mau draws recruits.

Bean Price Soars 
Over $3.50 Top 


CHICAGO (ff) 
— The boiling 


soybean market erupted into new 
high ground for the past six 
years in a frantic buying rush in 
the closing minutes on the Board 
of Trade Wednesday. 


Both the March and May fu- 


tures plunged through the $3.50 
mark, heretofore considered a 
possible stopping point on the 
sensational 
a d v a n c e 
which 


started last August. They didn't 
stop. March got to $3.51'2 and 
May $3.523/2 when the final bell 
rang. 


They might have gone higher 


if the bell hadn't rung. As it was', 
confusion was so great at the 
finish that the board 
markers 


took about 10 minutes after the 
close before they were able to 
post official closing prices. 


Old crop soybeans ended on gains of 


4Vi 
to 
8M. cents, March 53.51-t3.51'-i. 


The new crop months were below the pre- 
vious close most of the day but rose at 
the finish to end 1 '-i to 1K cents higher.

The so>bean market was a highly chaotic 


affair at the finish, as it has been for the 
past several days. Brokers had difficulty in 
executing 
orders 
because

changes. Commission houses were expecting 
some complaints from customers. 


There were rumors one large commission 


house had dropped some of its brokers be- 
cause of their inability to keep pace with 
the fiery market. Brokers execute the orders

customers. The brokers operate on com- 
mission. 


The advance Wednesday was based on the 


same factor which has been behind the up- 
swing for the past several months—a feel- 
ing on the part of some analysts that the 
soybean supply will be all used up before 
the 2954 crop is harvested. 


In addition a vote late Tuesdav by a 


House agriculture subcommittee to limit the 
proposed price cut in butter cheated some 
demand. This was viewed as bullish on

oil sold at 12T» cents a pound, a new 1354 
•,n. 


There also was the prospect that, under 


proposed him legislation, about 20O mil-

of butter and

Pounds o£ cottonseed would be set aside 
and not counted in computing government 
price supports 
under the 
flexible system. 
There was a good deal of short covering 


in March and May soybeans once they hit 
the fo.50 level. There also was renewed 
buying from sold out bulls, many of whom 
arc rueins the fact they sot out before the 
latest upward surge. 


Wheat drew a litlc support early from 


mills, reflecting flour sales overnight prior 
to a boost in family flour prices. Yugoslavia 
bought about 2,635,000 bushels of red wheat 
but it apparently 
all came from govern- 
ments stocks. 


Corn acted quite firm, doing better than 


the other major grains, on rather light de- 
mand.
